VATICAN CITY — The historic summit 
meeting between Pope John Paul II and 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev set a 
meaty agenda for church-state talks in the 
1990s. 

The agenda includes establishment of 
diplomatic relations, religious freedom for 
Catholics and a papal visit to the Soviet 
Union. 

At the first encounter between the 
supreme leaders of the Catholic Church and 
Soviet Union Dec. 1, both men also made 
clear that they wanted dialogue and mutual 
respect to replace confrontation and 
ideological rhetoric as the foandations of 
their new relationship. 

The attitude was symbolized by 
Gorbachev's pledge to guarantee religious 
freedom and a papal pledge to support the 
Soviet president’s reform program, called 
“perestroika,” as long as it respects human 
rights and helps ensure world peace. 

The meeting at the Vatican also showed 
Gorbachev’s high regard for the role of the 
pope as a stabilizing moral force in world 
affairs. The Polish pope and the Russian 
president are both Slavs who see the world 
from the East European perspective. 

The visit to the pope was sandwiched 
between Gorbachev’s call during a Nov. 
29-Dec. 1 visit to Italy for a major meeting 
next year to redefine European security is- 
sues in the wake of crumbling support for 
Communist governments in East Europe 
and the Soviet leader’s Dec. 2-3 summit 
with President Bush to symbolically end the 
Cold War and promise action on world is- 
sues. 

Gorbachev “sees the role which the Holy 
See can play in bringing about a world in 
which there is a greater possibility of peace, 
of the development of peoples, a greater 
solidarity among nations,” said Archbishop 
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Bishop Brom tells press he stands for truth, life

SAN DIEGO — “1 stand for the truth, the 
whole truth and nothing but the truth, which 
is the basis to live a life of love and service,” 
Coadjutor Bishop Robert H. Brom told 
members of the San Diego Press Club during 
their Headliner’s luncheon Nov. 30. 

In that regard, he said, he was not much 
“unlike news media people.” 

Bishop Brom said he also stands “for life. 
The protection of life from attack is a human 
imperative that is not exclusively Catholic.” 

The former Duluth, Minn. bishop, who 
officially became coadjutor bishop of San 
Diego with right of succession July 24, 
spoke on the subject of truth at the luncheon 
at the Horton Plaza Hotel. 

“These are days when the truth is taking a 


beating,” Bishop Brom said. 

He related a conversation he had with 
Pope John Paul in which he told the pontiff 
that the pope, like the truth, “is never popular 
but is always attractive.” 

““Tell the pope what that means,’” the 
bishop related, quoting the pope. “I think I 
know. Jesus was never popular but was al- 
ways attractive,’” the pontiff said. 

Bishop Brom told the Press Club mem- 
bers, “I am committed to the truth at every 
level. There can be no authentic love or 
genuine service that is not rooted in truth. 

“How many efforts are made to be of 
service but without regard for truth, so truth 
is disserved?” he asked. 

Bishop Brom quoted ABC newsman Ted 
Koppel in a 1987 speech at Duke University: 
“We have actually convinced ourselves that 
slogans will save us. ‘Shoot up if you must, 


but use a clean needle.’ ‘Enjoy sex whenever 
and with whomever you can, but wear a 
condom.’ 

“*No! The answer is no! Not because it 
isn’t cool or smart or because you might end 
up in jail or dying in an AIDS ward, but 
because it’s wrong; because we have spent 
5,000 years as a race of rational human 
beings, trying to drag ourselves out of the 
primeval slime by searching for truth and 
moral absolutes. 

“Tn its purest form, truth is not a polite tap 
on the should. It is a howling reproach. What 
Moses brought down from Mount Sinai were 
not The Ten Suggestions,” Bishop Brom 
said, quoting Koppel. 

Bishop Brom told the press, “Acceptance 
of the truth is necessary for the survival of 
the human race. To stand for truth is to stand 
for the survival of the human race.” 


He noted the specific order of “life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness” in the Declara- 
tion of Independence as unalienable rights 
endowed on humankind by its Creator. 

“I’m so radically for life, if I must give up 
a moment of happiness for life, I must do 
that,” he said indicating life must come first. 

After his talk, in response to a question 
regarding Bishop Maher’s imposed sanction 
on Assemblywoman Lucy Killea, banning 
her from receiving Communion because of 
her pro-choice stand in the public forum, 
Bishop Brom said no bishop wants to impose 
sanctions. He said he hopes he will never 
have to do that. 

Asked if the sanction on Killea will con- 
tinue after he becomes the ordinary, Bishop 
Brom said if the matter comes up, he would 
invite her to talk with him in private. After 
the meeting “she would make a statement.”

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Diocese remembers six slain Jes

SAN DIEGO — Prayerful unity was the 
intention, and prayerful unity was evident at 
a special Mass on Friday, Dec. 1, dedicated 
to the six Jesuit priests, their housekeeper 
and her daughter who were murdered in El 
Salvador on Nov. 16. 

The Mass was concelebrated by Bishop 
Leo T. Maher, Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert 
Chavez and 12 other priests at Our Lady of 
Guadalupe Church, San Diego, where pastor 
Rev. Richard Brown and two associates are 
Jesuits. 

The deaths of the six Jesuits, who were 
scholars at the University of Central America 
in San Salvador, leaves “a great vacuum of 
love” for the people they meant to serve— 
the poor and downtrodden, Bishop Maher 
said in opening remarks at the Mass. 

About 250 people came to the Mass, sing- 
ing boldly and joining Bishop Maher in his 
hope that “prayers will replace guns ... and 
peace will come to El Salvador.” 

That message also rang through in the 
homily by Father Michael Mandela, a Jesuit 
and pastor of Christ the King Church in 
Southeast San Diego... 

From data gathered in San Salvador, the 
Jesuits there believed the eight murders were 
instigated and carried out by soldiers sup- 
ported by American dollars, Father Mandela 
said. 

“These Jesuits were not soldiers; they 
were scholars,” he said. “They had conver- 
sations on both sides (of the Salvadoran civil 
war). They were using their minds for the 
common good ... trying to bring about a 
negotiated peace in El Salvador.” 

Both Bishop Maher and Father Mandela 
said they hope this tragedy wakes up 
Americans to the reality that 70,000 people 
have been victimized by the 10-year civil 


' War. 


Father Mandela recalled the words of 
John’s Gospel, which seemed to eulogize the 
eight martyrs of Nov. 16: “They are not of 
this world, even as I am not of this world... 
Sanctify them with the truth.” Those words,

Father Mandela said, “force us to think of 
choices about our lives.” 

Those choices involve two things, he said: 
praying and asking political questions, such 
as why is the United States sending billions 
of dollars in aid to a government that can’t 
guarantee basic rights to its people, and why 
doesn’t the United States use its power to 
push the Salvadoran government to negotiate 
a peace? 

He scorned El Salvador’s government for 
not having captured the assassins of 
Archbishop Oscar Romero, dead now for 10 
years after being shot during Mass in that 
country. For those who continue to try to do 
God’s work in that country and are subject to

(“Catholicism,” Richard P. McBrien). 

Msgr. Daniel Dillabough, judicial vicar of 
the Diocese of San Diego, said, “The sig- 
nificance (of the feast) is honoring Mary and 
giving thanks for the pledge of Christ to save 
us.”

Father Mandela delivered his sermon in 
English, then summarized it in Spanish. The 
congregation at Our Lady of Guadalupe is 
predominantly Hispanic. 

Father Mandela also thanked Bishop 
Maher for inspiring the special Mass as a 
chance to show “prayerful unity” with the

Korea—an Asian Miracle 


Korea is a country much in the news. It was the scene for the 
last Summer Olympics, and the capital, Seoul, is a growing world 
center and a window on the vast millions of Asia, including China. 

Seoul was not only the city for the last Olympics, but recently it 
hosted the last Eucharist Congress of the Catholic church and the 
pope’s final Mass at the Congress was concelebrated by no less 
than 1500 clergy and attended by a million persons. 

Celebrating 200 years of Christianity — the first baptism and 
the first martyr were in 1784 and 1785 respectively — the church 
has struggled through persecutions and martyrdom and 20 years 
ago received its first cardinal. During the earlier persecutions of 
the 19th century some 16,000 suffered death for their faith and 
earlier in this century Catholics suffered greatly at the hands of 
the Japanese and North Korean Marxists. 

Korea is still divided, with an estimated 50,000 Catholics in the 
North and about two million Catholics in the South, with their 
witness as a modern Asian miracle.

church in El Salvador and to sympathize with 
the local Jesuit community in the loss of their 
brothers. 


Before Mass ended, Father Brown read a 
Statement from the Jesuit provincial in Cen- 
tral America. The statement tersely called for 
Justice to come of the situation. 


The Society of Jesus is convinced that if a 
crime like this goes unpunished, peace will 
not come to El Salvador, the statement said. 
The Jesuits are demanding that a quick and 
diligent investigation be undertaken by the 
El Salvador government, he read.

El Salvador 


Approximately one month ago, we viewed the movie 
“Romero” and were stunned at the graphic portrayal of 
violent expression by the existing government of El Sal- 
vador. During the past 10 years, 70,000 people have died, 
with two-thirds being innocent civilian victims killed by 
paramilitary death squads and government security forces. 
Archbishop Oscar Romero himself was assassinated as he 
celebrated Mass in March, 1980. 

Thursday, Nov. 16, six Jesuit priests and two innocent 
female witnesses were murdered by unknown men dressed 
as government soldiers. The most incredible part of this 
horror story is that the U.S. government has financed these 
troops with $4 billion in military and economic aid since 
1980 — $85 million in 1989. Supposedly, this was to prevent 
the spread of Communism which was backing rebel troops 


against the Salvadoran government. It is time for this mad- 
ness to end! 

We urge every Roman Catholic member of the San Diego 
diocese to write a letter to your Congressman (with a copy 
to President Bush) so we can end American financing of this 
senseless war. The bloodshed in El Salvador is a key issue 
that should be addressed during the talks at Malta between 
President Bush and Premier Gorbachev. 

We should all offer a daily prayer for the valiant mis- 
sionaries of all Christian faiths, both priests and laity, who 
daily risk torture and martyrdom in their fight against social 
injustice in El Salvador. The church continues to be per- 
secuted in Central America but the struggle for human rights 
cannot be abandoned. The sign near the home of those Jesuits 
recently martyred gives us strength: “If they kill me, I will 
be resurrected in the Salvadoran people.”

More education needed 


Asan educated Catholic woman I am both concerned and 
dismayed by statements recently made by Catholic jurors 
being interviewed (San Diego Union, Nov. 9, 1989) regard- 
ing their thinking on their moral and legal responsibility as 
persons who realize that abortion is murder. 

These Catholic jurors were unable to base their decision in 
this case on any principle other than simple obedience to civil 
law, regardless of how inhuman, vicious and unjust that law 
might be. 

While the jurors expressed both understanding and belief 
that abortion is reprehensible, they expressed no under- 
standing of the principle that an unjust law is not morally 
binding. The law of this country for 16 years has been utterly 
devoid of justice to an entire segment of our population — 
indeed, 26 million of the most vulnerable, fragile and in- 
nocent among us have been tortured and killed at the will of 
their mothers and doctors. 

For men and women — at great personal risk and tremen- 
dous cost, without the slightest motive or possibility of 
personal gain — to place their bodies and lives in the foot- 
stomping path of those who are walking into clinics to 
continue these atrocities is an act of the highest moral choice: 
to judge such persons guilty is an outrage. ~ 

I have personally wondered for months how any intel- 
ligent, sincere Catholic could not feel compelled to stand in 
active opposition to these horrible realities that are going on 
daily in our cities. My conclusion? Many of us lack the 
courage, the compassion and the conviction. 

As one who teaches moral development to adult Catholics 
and who works with many Christian families in their efforts 
to live good, happy, healthy lives, I am filled with sadness 
and a need to respond. We must dive deeper in our under- 
standing of the principles of moral living, thinking and 
decision-making if we are to survive as the people of God in 
a society where moral living and thinking are not supported 
by the law.

Bishop defends God’s truth 


Two weeks ago I sent you a letter critical of the bishop for 
his failure to take action against a department head at USD 
who appeared from public reports to be pro-choice. 

Today, I would like to thank and congratulate that same 
bishop for his stand against a Catholic state legislator who, 
in spite of a claimed personal belief that abortion is wrong, 
was running blatantly pro-choice political ads in San Diego. 

His action caused a storm of abuse and ridicule to be 
heaped on his head, allegedly because he breached the 
state/church barrier by the action he took.

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There is a growing and even mounting concem in the 
Catholic community in this country regarding the church’s 
stance on abortion and those Catholics (as well as others) 
who follow either a pro-life or a pro-choice stance. 

This concern is of paramount importance for the unity of 
our Catholic community and calls for certain clear moral 
perspectives. 

First: The church’s clear position on direct abortion may 
be located in these two documents from the Congregation for 
the Doctrine of the Faith (Rome): “Declaration on Procured 
Abortion” (1974) and “Instruction on Respect for Human 
Life in Its Origin and on the Dignity of Procreation” (1987). 

The teaching is unequivocable that life begins at concep- 
tion and all life from this moment of conception is “in- 
nocent,” and must be protected from all undue harm. 

Second: Today, there are many threats to life at its various 
stages of existence. 


The church’s resistance to these threats is linked by a 


foundational dedication to the sacredness of human life. The 
church thus upholds a consistent ethic of life. 

Sensitivity to any particular threat to this sacredness of life 
will be enhanced by a deepened sensitivity to all threats that 
are posed to life. 

The credibility of the church’s stand on any particular life 
issue will be strengthened by its consistent commitment to 
all life issues. 

Third: In Catholic moral theology, a fetus is to be con- 
sidered as a human person. Pope Paul VI named the fetus as 
a person in the process of becoming. 

To perform an abortion, with the exception of acting under 
the principle of double effect on threats to the life of the 
mother, is to directly take an innocent human life. 

The mounting problem is that in the public mind, the fetus 
enjoys less than a categorical claim to protection. This 
“categorical claim” differs greatly depending upon one’s 
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stance on the abortion issue: e.g., those who hold an uncriti- 
cally pro-abortion stance, permitting abortion under any 
circumstances; and those who take a pro-maternal stance 
which upholds the rights of the mother to make decisions 
regarding the fetus. 

Fourth: Is it possible for a Catholic to reconcile a pro-life 
and a pro-choice posture? 

Those who maintain that it is possible to be a Catholic and 
not uphold a pro-life position argue that from a moral point 
of view abortion is generally wrong and we all have a 
responsibility to protect innocent human life. 

The argument continues, however, that the public law is 
not the most effective way of changing public opinion about 
abortion and thus a Catholic can have a stance against abor- 
tion while upholding laws which make abortion possible. 

I feel that this is not a reasonable nor acceptable stance. 

In these days of slavery, e.g., if one held the immorality of 
slavery, then one would have to vote for laws against this 
institution. 

Presently, in the South Africa, if one holds for the im- 
morality of apartheid, it is necessary to vote for laws which 
protect the dignity of all human individuals, no matter what 
their race. 

Fifth: We must recognize that many women do suffer a 
great deal in this whole abortion issue. At the same time, it 
is government’s function to protect all life and thus suffering 
cannot justify the taking of innocent human life.

E] Salvador: it’s time to stop 


Six Jesuit missionary priests were pulled from their beds 
at 3 a.m., tortured, then shot in the head. Their housekeeper 
and her 15-year-old daughter were also shot to make sure 
there were no witnesses. The murderers then dragged the 
corpses into the front lawn and mutilated them. 

The victims were not youthful radicals. Four of the priests 
were in their 50’s. The youngest was 47 and the oldest 71. 
Nor were they political activists. They were academics, 
including the president and vice-president of El Salvador’s 
leading university, and the former head of El Salvador’s 
seminary. 

Nor were they the first church leaders to be murdered in 
El Salvador. Nine years ago the Archbishop of San Salvador 
was killed while celebrating Mass. A few months later three 
nuns and a lay woman volunteer from the U.S. were raped 
and murdered. Dozens of other priests and lay church leaders 
have been killed in the past decade. Some 60,000 ordinary 
people, most of them Catholics and many of them children, 
have been killed in this decade of blood-letting. 

What is going on here? The easy answer is to blame it all 
on the Communists. But the fact is it’s not Communists who 
are murdering El Salvador’s church leaders — it’s members 
of El Salvador’s army. 

Salvadoran soldiers were convicted of murdering the four 
American churchwomen, and are now in jail. There is con- 
clusive proof the Salvadoran army was responsible for 
Archbishop Romero’s murder, although that killer has never 
been brought to trial. Archbishop Rivera y Damas of San 
Salvador says he believes the army was responsible for 
murdering the six priests this month. 

Why would the army kill church leaders? Because the 
church stands for human rights, and a tiny privileged class in 
El Salvador wants to keep the rest of the population in 
economic slavery. Church leaders are being killed in El 
Salvador today for the same reason civil rights workers were 
killed in the United States in the 1960’s. . 

The church in El Salvador, especially since the martyrdom 


of Archbishop Romero, stands with the poor — and it is 
paying the price. Only two days after the six priests were 
killed, El Salvador’s attomey general sent a letter to Pope 
John Paul threatening to kill El Salvador’s bishops if they 
didn’t leave the country. 

Behind this story of mass murder and political terror stands 

a truly evil leader named Roberto d’Aubuisson, the head of 
El Salvador’s death squads. Archbishop Rivera y Damas 
claims d’Aubuisson was responsible for Archbishop 
Romero’s death, and a former U.S. Ambassador to El Sal- 
vador has described him as a “‘pathological killer.” 
- The most incredible thing about this bloody story is that 
we’re paying for it. In the past 10 years more than $4 billion 
of our tax dollars have been sent to El Salvador, mostly to 
buy weapons for the army which d’Aubuisson controls. 

Before he was killed, Archbishop Romero wrote to Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter asking the U.S. to suspend military aid to 
the Salvadoran government. The guns were being used to kill 
innocent civilians, Archbishop Romero said. 

A short time later, one of the guns we provided the Sal- 
vadoran army was used to kill Archbishop Romero himself. 
A few months later U.S. weapons killed four U.S. women. 
U.S. guns were used to murder the six Jesuit priests this 
month. 

We didn’t listen to Archbishop Romero’s plea and tens of 
thousands of innocent people died as a result. 

It’s high time to stop all military aid to El Salvador. If the 
Salvadoran army wants to keep on murdering their priests, 
archbishops, missionaries and college presidents at least they 
can do it with somebody else’s bullets.

In our opinion, the balance sheets referred to above present fairly, in all material 
respects, the financial position of the Diocesan Office Funds of The Roman Catholic 
Bishop of San Diego at June 30, 1989 and 1988, in conformity with generally accepted 
accounting principles. 


As discussed in Note 1, the Diocesan Office is only part of the operations of the 
Corporation Sole of the Diocese of San Diego.

NOTES TO BALANCE SHEETS 
June 30, 1989 


Organization and activities - The Diocesan Office of The Roman Catholic 
Bishop of San Diego is part of the Corporation Sole of the Diocese of San Diego 
and has no separate legal status or existence. The Diocesan Office activities 
comprise the collection of parish assessments, stewardship contributions and 
certain other receipts which are used to finance educational, religious, 
community and human development programs in addition to the 
administration of the Catholic Diocese of San Diego. 


The Diocesan Office Funds exclude the activities of parishes, schools, 
cemeteries and certain other ministerial functions. Each of these activities, 
though it reports to the Bishop, is an operating entity distinct from the 
Diocesan Office. 


Fund balances - Diocesan funds are segregated according to their availability 
for use in Diocesan operations. Restricted funds have been reserved for 
specific purposes and in some cases can be disbursed only in compliance with 
restrictions specified by donors. Quasi-endowment and development funds are 
those funds segregated by the Bishop for the specific uses indicated. 


D it and loan fun 


The Diocesan Office administers a loans-in-aid program which finances the 
construction of parish and other Diocesan facilities. Loans, which bear 
interest at 6%, are repaid when Diocesan entities have excess funds available. 
These loans are made primarily from loan repayments and deposits by 
Diocesan entities which bear interest at 5%.

The parishes and other 
Diocesan institutions have $1,554,822 on deposit at the Diocesan office at 
June 30, 1989. Accordingly, $4,009,278 from the unrestricted Current Fund 
balance has been allocated to the Development Fund to meet these 


commitments. 


Scholarship fund - The Bishop of San Diego has established a scholarship fund 
for the University of San Diego in the amount of $100,000 annually in lieu of the 
repayment of $1,657,533 previously owed by the University to the Diocese which 
has been charged to the fund balance. The scholarship fund is to be used for 
students from the Dioceses of San Diego and San Bernardino and other areas. 


Guarantee - The Bishop of San Diego has guaranteed the repayment of Marian 
High School's $842,158 payable to the Educational Funding Service General 
Fund. Educational Funding Service bills and collects tuition and other fees for 
two high schools of The Roman Catholic Diocese of San Diego Education and 


Welfare Corporation.

issue 


LOS ANGELES — Protesters vandalized 
four Los Angeles churches with paint and 
posters accusing Los Angeles Archbishop 
Roger M. Mahony of being a “murderer” for 
his opposition to condom use, a position the 
protesters said helps spread AIDS. 

Archbishop Mahony, in a statement 
released Dec. 4, said it was “both sad and 
ironic that those who will not accept God’s 
revelation as taught faithfully by the 
Catholic Church with respect to human 
sexuality would attack God’s houses within 
Los Angeles.” 

He said, “We will continue to condemn 
discrimination against all who are affected 
by (AIDS) and we will continue to increase 
our many pastoral and care outreach efforts 
to all so affected. ‘ 

“At the same time, we must raise our voice 
with that same constancy in calling everyone 
to full sexual responsibility.” 

The archbishop said neither he nor the 
archdiocese “will be intimidated by threats 
or attacks against proclaiming the truth as 
God has taught us” and that the church will 
“pray for a change of heart among all 
peoples.” 

Protesters splattered red paint on the steps 
and doorways and hung posters with pictures 
of the archbishop on the properties of St. 
Basil, Immaculate Conception, St. Ambrose 
and St. Charles churches. The demonstrators 
said the red paint symbolized the blood of 
those who have died of AIDS. 

“Archdiocesan spokesman Bill Rivera 
told. Catholic News Service Dec. 4 that 
above flie“archbishop’s picture were the 
words “Safe sex is a lie”, and “Underneath 
his picture, the word ‘murderer’ was written 
in large letters,” Rivera added.

There may well be “a natural reason,” for 
“all the things that are happening,” Father 
Fox said in a telephone interview from his 
headquarters in Alexandria, “but I believe 
there is a supernatural” explanation.

VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul II said 
Marxism is “completely exhausted” as an 
ideology — a development that presents a 
new opportunity for Christianity. 

Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger agreed that 
Marxist political systems are “collapsing,” 
but added a note of caution: the temptation 
of these kinds of ideologies has not disap- 


peared

Europe’s communist bloc, culminating — 
for the moment — in the dismantling of the 
Berlin Wall and the opening of borders in 
East Germany and Czechoslovakia.

Feminism is (even more than the Civil Rights movement) 
the most influential intellectual movement in the United 
States. To the extent that feminism seeks to eliminate patterns 
of gender-induced discrimination, it is beneficial to all. But 
feminism oversteps its boundaries of legitimate expression 
when it seeks to deny to unbom children the right to define 
their existence independently of the mother. 

Western philosophy, ethics and jurisprudence, until very 
recently, have recognized that there is a radical separation 
between the mother and the fetus, and between her body and 
the new life developing within her womb. 

It is this distinction between the inherent individual iden- 
tity of the mother and the inherent individual identity of the 
fetus, that makes Western civilization most different from - 
Eastern societies (such as Japan) where this separation is 
denied, and where, subsequenitly, a mother is believed to have 
the right to kill her offspring during her suicide.

~Aborto? Reportaje con el Obispo Chavez 


El Padre Luis F. Bernal visita al Sr. Obispo 
Gilberto Chavez para conocer su opinién 
acerca de la campafia de Lucy Killea en 
favor de la eleccién libre (“Pro-choice’’) 
sobre el aborto.

Senor Obispo, ;qué piensa Ud. respecto 
del problema que esta planteando la 
asambleista Killea?

Tiene derecho a ello, 
pero ha escogido un topico muy peligroso 
para promover su campania electoral. 


gPor qué parece a Ud. peligrosa la 
cuestion de “pro-choice” o libre eleccién 
del aborto? 

Porque esto seduce a la gran mayoria de 
las mujeres de hoy, que estan reivindicando 
para su sexo las maximas libertades. Poresta 
razon Lucy Killea ha escogido sagazmente 
defender una idea que le ganara muchisimos 
votos femeninos, pero que contiene una 
afirmaci6n moral opuesta a la ensefianza 
Catélica. 


{Entiendo que “pro-choice” significa 
que se da a la mujer embarazada el 
derecho de escoger libremente entre abor- 
taro tener a su hijo? 

Asies, y ahi esta el mal: porque nadie tiene 
derecho legitimo a escoger, que eso significa 
abortar. 


Esta seria la doctrina catélico. Pero 
gcree Ud. que deba imponerse este man- 
dato moral a todos? ;También a los no 
catdélicos? 

Ahi hay dos cuestiones: Primera, con san- 
cionar a Lucy Killea no se esta imponiendo 
a todo el mundo que acepte la doctrina 
catolica del aborto como aniquilacio6n 
criminal de una vida humana; sino se esta 
exigiendo a una persona, que dice ser 
catélica, que ponga de acuerdo sus 
procederes e ideologias con la fe que afirma 
protesar. 

Segundo: Ud. sabe que el “no matar’, el 
respeto por toda vida humana, no es una ley 
s6lo catolica. Los Judios la tienen hace mas 
de 30 siglos en su quinto mandamiento del 
Decalogo dictado por Yahvé. Pero, antetodo, 
este precepto de “no matar” esta escrito 
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desde el principio de la especie, en la 
naturaleza humana: el respeto a la vida es la 
base de todos los dem4s derechos fundamen- 
tales, inviolables e irrenunciables. 


No veo esto claro; podria ser Ud. mas 
explicito ? 
’ Ud., yo, la Sra. Killea, los autores del Bill 
of Rights, los gestores de la Revolucion 
Francesa, todo los que han proclamado los 
derechos fundamentales humanos, a la liber- 
tad, al pensamiento, a la opinion, a la 
palabra, etc., suponen indispensable y 
anterior el “derecho a la vida”. Antes debe 
tener Ud. seguro su derecho a vivir, y 
después podra opinar, hablar, trabajar, etc., 
libremente. Por eso en los paises totalitarios, 
donde no hay derecho a la vida, los demas 
derechos tampoco existen. 


iEntonces esto que no es sélo cuestién 
religiosa 0 cristiana 0 catélica ? 

Es evidente que no. Es un asunto 
antropolégico, social, humano, universal, 
como Ud. qgiera Hamar lo, pero no exclusiva- 
mente religioso. Si un sicdlogo 0 médico 
“modemos” hablaran hoy (y lo hacen) del 
“derecho a hacer de la propia vida lo que se 
quiera, incluso destruyendola”’; o “a dis- 
poner del propio cuerpo libremente, in- 
cluyendo el suicidio”, gopina Ud. que las 
leyes civiles, sociales, eugenéticas (y aun 
higiénicas) — que no son religiosas — 
deberian permitir pasivamente ese liber- 
tinaje contra el bien comin esencial de la 
especie humana?

El feto no es un enemigo 
que libremente asalta a su madre para 
quitarle la vida o la fama etc. Es un ser 
inocente. Por qué debe elegirse su muerte?

Por lo 
demas, los Cat6licos profesamos (sin im- 
ponerla a nadie, porque no somos proselitis- 
tas) la doctrina de la humanizacié6n 
simultanea con la concepcién (con la 
anidaci6n del embrién en el titero). Para 
nosotros todo feto humano tiene en si, desde 
ese instante incial, un espiritu, principio 
vital, creado directamente por Dios, y por 
tanto inteligente y libre, a imagen del 
Hacedor, y que empieza a desarrollar un 
cuerpo con el cual formard un ser unico, la 
persona humana.

Members meet with 
S.D. police captains

SAN DIEGO — Within a five-week 
period San Diego Organizing Project or- 
ganizations, including three San Diego 
Catholic parishes, and an estimated 1,300 
organizational members are meeting with 
captains of the San Diego Police Depart- 
ment’s Southeast, East and Central divisions. 

Christ the King, St. Jude Shrine and Our 
Lady of Angels parishes, all community or- 
ganizations of SDOP, have already met with 
the commanding officers from the neighbor- 
hood police department to conduct a public 
evaluation process of local law enforcement 
compliance to the drug problem in those 
areas. 

Some 200 members of Christ the King 
Community Organization met with Captain 
Nancy Goodrich of the Central Division 
Nov. 20. At that meeting Captain Goodrich 
agreed to the following: 

¢ To make drugs a division priority and 
recognized the need for a coordinated plan 
and comprehensive strategy. 

¢ To act upon five drug locations identified 
by the parish. 

¢ To keep an ongoing relationship with the 
parish to help clean up the church grounds. 

¢ To meet again within 60 days. 

Earlier this year, Christ the King members 
identified more than 50 locations where drug 
dealing was a major problem. Captain 
Goodrich also promised to act upon these 
Sites as well, said William King, a member 
of the community organization. 

Our Lady of Angels Community Or- 
ganization also met with Captain Goodrich 
in November. Again she agreed to make 
drugs a division priority and act upon 
specific drug sites identified by the parish. 
She also agreed to develop a plan to stop 
prostitution on Market Street between 17th 
and 24th streets. 


“We feel we have to do something. This is 
a time for empowerment,” said Father 
Thomas “T.J.” Jennings, associate pastor of 
Our Lady of Angels parish. “It also brings 
the community closer together in prayer. 
People are so happy when any type of move- 
ment happens,” he said. 

Father Jennings also noted that since the 
meeting with Captain Goodrich, one of the 
houses identified as a priority drug location 
has already been raided. 

Some 250 members of the St. Jude’s 
Shrine of the West Community organization 
met Dec. 6 with Captain Jerry Sanders of the 
Southeast Division. Father Henry 
Rodriguez, associate pastor, said the discus- 
sion focused upon ways to alleviate the drug 
problem. The group also pointed out various 
drug dealing areas and residences that are 
suspected drug centers. 

Father Rodriguez said the community 
hopes to increase the safety of its residents, 
of families and the future of the children. 
“The community wants to work with the 
police department — we can accomplish 
things if we work together,” he added. 

Subsequent SDOP evaluation sessions are 
planned for the following dates: Our Lady of

Pope-Gorbachev meeting ‘rich in promise’

Edward I. Cassidy, deputy Vatican secretary 
of state, Dec. 2. 

“He appreciates the role the Holy Father 
has played in Eastern Europe, especially in 
helping bring about those developments in a 
peaceful, a patient way, by always making 
clear the principles upon which develop- 
ments should take place,” said Archbishop 
Cassidy. 

The archbishop said the next steps needed 
were establishment of an official Soviet- 
Vatican negotiating channel and passage of 
a Soviet freedom of conscience law. These 
will set the framework for resolving church- 
State problems, he added. 

While the pope and Gorbachev met in 
private for 76 minutes to establish the overall 
guidelines of Soviet-Vatican relations, 
Archbishop Cassidy was part of a parallel 
meeting of their top aides to discuss specific 
issues. 

Leaders of the delegations at that meeting 


were Vatican Secretary of State Cardinal 
Agostino Casaroli and Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister Eduard Shevardnadze. 

The pope and Gorbachev exchanged 
public speeches at jhe end of their private 
session. Vid 

Gorbachev s/id the meeting opened the 
door to future dipiwmatic relations by reach- 
ing “agreement in principle to give official 
Status” to their contacts. 

Diplomatic relations were broken in 1917 
when the Communist Party came to power 
with its belief that an atheistic political sys- 
tem was the wave of the future and religion 
a relic of the past. 

Soviet believers “havé a right to satisfy 
their spiritual needs,” Gorbachev said. 
“Shortly, a law on freedom of conscience 
will be adopted in our country”, and church- 
state problems are being handled “in a spirit 
of democracy and humanism and within the 
framework of perestroika,” he added.

Dispensation granted for Mass Jan. 1 


ALCALA PARK — Bishop Leo T. Maher 
has granted the faithful of the diocese “a 
dispensation from the obligation to attend 
Mass on New Year’s Day, Jan 1, 1990. 

He granted the dispensation, “in virtue of 
Canon 87 of the Code of Canon Law,” for 
the following pastoral reasons: 


° “Because of the previous week’s double 
celebration of the Fourth Sunday of Advent 
and Christmas Day (the following day) and 
because New Year’s Day (which falls on a 
Monday this year) comes at the end of a 
particularly busy schedule for priest’s, 
parishes and people ... . 

« “Although Jan. 1 remains the Octave of 
Christmas on which the church celebrates 
the solemnity of Mary, Mother of God, and 
the World Day of Prayer for Peace, for most 
in our United States culture New Year’s Day 
is not a day of particular religious and ec- 
clesial significance. 

- “Attendance at Mass on New Year’s Day 
is nomally ... low, and since this coming 
year the day is a Monday, one could an- 
ticipate an even lower attendance rate. Many 
of our Catholics are then troubled in their 
consciences about missing Mass on New 
Year’s Day and must await an opportunity to 
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seek forgiveness in the Rite of Penance.” 
Bishop Maher said “we need to be clear 
that the reason for granting this dispensation 
is our concern for the pastoral and spiritual 
welfare of our people, and in no way is to be 
interpreted in a way which encourages min- 
imalism towards our responsibilities faithful 
Catholics.” 


a law “to guarantee to all persons the full 
exercise of the right to religious freedom.” 

The pope alluded to the specific problem 
of legalizing the Ukrainian Catholic Church 
by saying the new law must include Latin- 
rite and Eastern-rite Catholics. 


Ukrainian Catholics form an Eastern-rite 
church which became illegal in 1946 when 
its members were told to join the Russian 
Orthodox Church. An underground church 
has continued. Some say the Ukrainian 
chruch has about 5 million members. 


“Many Catholic communities are today 
eagerly awaiting the opportunity of re-estab- 
lishing themselves and of being able to 
rejoice in the leadership of their pastors,” the 
pope said. 

The pope also supported perestroika if it 
helps to “protect and integrate the rights and 
duties of individuals and peoples, so that 
peace may be ensured in Europe and the 
world.” 

The meeting “will hardly fail to have a 
powerful impact on world opinion,” ‘he 
. said. “It will “be interpreted as singularly 

meaningful: a sign of the times that have 

slowly matured, a sign that is rich in 
promise,” the pope said. 

Archbishop Cassidy said the first step 
now is to establish “a form of official con- 
tact” between the Vatican and the Soviet 
Union, “not necessarily immediately a full 
diplomatic mission.”
